This does not mean 
that the full number of men avail- 
able in Clase 1 has been secured. 
As a matter of fact there are many 
thousands of appeals for and a- 
gainst exemptions yet to be heard 
by the judges, and when these ha- 
ve been decided there will be.» 
very considerable addition to the

When the call was first made 
the authorities were of the opinion 
that all the men needed would be 
secured in Class 1. Nearly half 
the total of men required under the 
act have joined the army since 
Sept. 1 last, either by draft or vol- 
untarily. It is possiblet that 100,- 
000 aimed at will not be secured 
by the first call, owing to the fact 


that for the purposes of greater |~ 


producion many of the available 
men in Class 1 are being exempted 
for farm and other essential pro- 
‘duction work. There can be no 
objection taken to that. 

Premier Borden announces that 
there has been no talk of making a 
call upon second class men—mar- 
ried men and widowers with chil- 
dren between the ages of 20 and 
45. In our judgement it would be 
just as well if this class were left 
unealled until the third class has 
been drafted, should there be need 
for another call at all; In_ the 
third class are single and widow- 
ers without children between thé 
ages of 35 and 45. It seems only 
reasonable that these men should 
be called before any fathers of 
families of the second class. 

Meanwhile it is good to hear 
from the Canadian Press corres- 
pondent with the armies at the 
front that the Canadian forces at 
Flanders and elsewhere are now 
stronger than ever before as a re- 
sult of the operation of the Mil- 
itary Service act. This is as it 
should be and the fact that it is 
so justifies the action of the coun- 
try in endorsing compulsory ser- 
vice. All that is needed now is 
strict and impartial enforcement 
of the compulsory service act, 
which we believe will be given.
